ROMAN WEALTH AND WASTE 


Poarls Dixnolfctl In Wine and a Re- 


>r.y of Dinner* For Mark Antony. 
E. H 
House, writing on "Bright 


Sides of History" in St. Nicholas, tells 
this story of ancient extravagance: 


"Tbo 
pearl which Cleopatra drank 


to Autony'= health was valued at nearly 
3-100,000, eo nt cue mouthful she dis- 
posed o'f as mnoh as the cost of Cali- 
gula's supper. I suppose that was tbe 
most valuable pearl we have any knowl- 
edge of. Though Jnlins Csesar owned 
one worth §250,000, which he gave to 
tho mother of Ilrutns—tbe eame Brntus 
who afterward helped to kill Cffisar. 
Pearls seem tc have held ont particu- 
lar temptations to people who took 
(leasuro in wasteful follies, perhaps be- 
lanse uo other jewel could be so easily 
swallowed. 


"Cleopatra's prank was not the first 


of its kind. Tbe same absurdity bad 
been committed by a silly fellow iu 
Rome named jEsop—not your favorite 
fable teller, for he livad centuries 
earlier, aud was a very wise man. Tbe 
Roman JEsop was the sou of a rich act- 
or, and, just to make himself talked 
about, be took a pearl from the eardrop 
of Ccecilin, the wife of tbe tyrant Sylla, 
and, according to writers of that age, 
drank it iu vinegar. I believe that the 
possibility of dissolving this kind of 
geui is disputed by many modern au- 
thorities, but the ancients appear to 
have bad no doubt on the subject, for 
tho instances recorded by them were 
nnmerons and were attested by men of 
scientific standing. A Japanese natural- 
ist, who has stndifd pearls minutely, 
states that be has found them of snch 
various quality and structure that the 
existence of specimens which might be 
melted does not seem to him inconceiv- 
able. 
But whether ^Esop liquefied his 


pearl or not tbe performance certainly 
cost him a sum equivalent to $-10,000— 
quite toouyb, though nothing in com- 
parison with what Cleopatra squander- 
ed. Hers was the wildest piece of ex- 
travagance that I can recall. 


"It was tha fii&bion to be extravagant 


then. Mary Antony -was not far behind 
tbo Egpytian queen in that respect, 
though his fancy was cot for beverages 
flavored by trinkets. 
Substantial food 


was moro iu his line. A visitor who 
once went into the kitchen of his palace 
in Alexandria saw eight wild boars 
roasting at the fiamo time nud thought 
there must be an immense number of 
guests oxpectetl, but the cook told him 
only 12 persons wonld dine that day, 
and the reason of the extensive prepara- 
tions was that uo oue could tay exactly 
when Antony would go to the table. 
But whenever he gave tbe signal the 
meat must bo just iu proper condition 
at tbHt moment. So it was the rule to 
get ready a series of dinners, overlap- 
ping one another, you might say, at in- 
tervals of 15 or 20 minutes 
Only one 


could be eaten, and the rest were wasted, 
hut tbe waste did not matter 
Antony 


was never kept waiting, and that, in 
his opinion, was the thing to he consid- 
ered,"

THK UIT1ZBNS' MEETING. 


The Waiho* County Delegation and 


Reno'* Leading Ultlieni DUonu Mat- 
ter* of Grave Importance). 
A large number of the prominent 


citizens of Reno, together with a good 
ly number of Nevada's State leglsla. 
ton attended the public meeting held 
at the Court House la»t night. E. R. 
Dodge was chosen chairman for the 
evening. 


Dr. J. E. Stnbbs opened with an able 


speech presenting University affairs as 
they were and are, aiid pointed out tbe 
needs of tbe instintion. Ha 'spake of 
the last report made by himself to the 
Board of Regents concerning the 
money annually borrowed by the Uni- 
versity to meet the current expenses; 
how money had been borrowed until 
they were actually unable to borrow 
more. The result of this was that the 
Institution became indebted to the ex- 
tent of $4,400 and for six months had 
no money at all. He spoke in glowing 
terms of the legislature's action in pass- 
ing tbe tax bill of $1 on tbe $100, which 
will enable the University to now meet 
all current expenses, thus placing it on 
a firm financial basis. He then spoke 
of the imperative need of an experi- 
ment station farm. The Experiment 
Station ia not a part of the University, 
although as a matter ot economy it is 
under tbe same management. Of the 
$16,000 appropriation for tbe Experi- 
ment Station not a dollar goes tor Uni- 
versity expenses. It is required by 
lawibat the whole amount be expended 
for experimental and research work in 
Irrigation and agriculture. Secretary 
of Agriculture Wilson, who- is one of 
tbe best versed men in tbe United 
States on tbe subject, said in conversa- 
tion with Dr. Stubbs, while the latter 
was in the east, he would do all in bis 
power to assist in solving the irrigation 
and agricultural problem of the West- 
ern States. 


Tbe doctor stated that the amount 


of $40,000 allotted last year to the Uni- 
versity was not sufficient. To tbe re- 
mark commonly made when a Univer- 
sity bill is presented, "The University 
will swamp the State," he replied that 
from 1889 to 1898 the sum apportioned 
for current expenses had not been in- 
creased, although the institution had' 
double its faculty and number of stu- 
dents. 


'• I have with me," said the doctor, 


'a letter from Secretary Wilson urging 
the necessity of having a farm of onr 


own. 
The sum annually expended in 


improvements is nearly lost when spent 
upon leased land. 
I broached^ the 


subject before tbe Legislature, bat in 
view of the State's present bonded in- 
debtedness and what baa already been 
done for tbe University, that body felt 
tbey could not do more, Tbe question 
now is,'What can we do to bay a farm?' 
I call upon our citizens and delegation 
;o make suggestions as to how it may 
be accomplished." 


A county tax was proposed, and after 


discussion and computation it was 
Viand tbe desirable amount, $1,200, 
:onld be raised by a county tax of 25c 
on the $100. Messrs. Curler, Flanigan, 


lBom and Hodgklnaon advocated the 


measure, f 


A motion was then made and carried 


to instruct the delegation to present to 
the Legislature a bill to bond Washoe 
oonnty for the amount. There was not 
a dissenting voice. 


L. A, Blakeelee arose and gave in- 


formation regarding tbe proposition of 
certain capitalists to build a woolen 
mill in Beno. These parties aek for 
bonds on Washoe county for $10,000, 
the same to be redeemed by 1,000 pairs 
of woolen blankets at $10 per pair, to 
be manufactured by tbe mill within 
Ive years. Should the county desire 
to assist in the enterprise an effort will 
b* made to lease tbe old State prison 
walls for 25 years, the lame to be used 
n building tbe mill. 
The county delegation was appointed 


a committee of Investigation to look 
nto the matter and report at another 
lubHo meeting to be held at the court 
louse next Friday evening. The meet- 
log then adjourned.
